Dr. Hibben be- 
lieves that ‘“‘it would be desirable if students at 
Princeton, during the formative periods of their lives, 
would realize the value to themselves and their fellows 
of simplicity in living and of the elimination of un- 
necessary luxuries.’’ A great many college presidents 
and a multitude of parents will say ‘‘Amen.,”’ 

The college generations of today live a life of 
ease and comfort undreamed of a few decades ago

been away even so brief.a span as~otie;or two decades 
is likely ta. be amazed by the Mnore expensive stapdards 
of living ames since his graduation. In the last 
quarter century colleges generally have been forced 
to unit economy to pleas for greater endownmpnts to 
keep up with the legitimate demands for broadening 
scope of instruction, including costly laboratories and 
other equipment. At the same time, paradoxically 
enough, many students, having been given more to 
spend by a wave of. sensational prosperity, have spent 
it ever more freely; and other students have been 
driven to greater and greater sacrifices in endeayor 
to cope with the advancing cost of tuition, books, and 
ordinary expenses of living. 

‘‘Sueeess has ruined many a man,’’ said Franklin, 
And unaccustomed prosperity has ruined the children 
of more, There is no royal path to generosity now 
any more than there was in Euelid’s day.

If it is a matter of choice, the sales tax, 
levied on everything, would scatter it the most widely 
and collect it the most easily. But with labor organi- 
zations on one hand and farmers on the other—it is 
almost the only thing they agree about—opposing it, 
Congress is likely to hesitate. But the lawmakers 
might as well plunge in. They will find no form of 
taxes that is popular, and the money can come from 
no other source.—R. C, H. 
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NAVAL ECONOMY 
S a measure of economy, the Navy Department 





has decided to cancel its plan for holding, early 

in the spring, in the Bay of Panama, joint 

maneuvers of the Atlantic and Pacific fleets. 
These maneuvers, so important in training both 
officers and men in the duties that would devolve 
upon them in the event of war upon the high seas, 
are no less important in providing the higher com- 
mand with an opportunity to handle large numbers 
of vessels under conditions resembling those that 
would prevail in actual warfare. Hence the decision 
of the Navy Department has a significance other 
than that derived from the resultant saving. The 
elimination of joint maneuvers even for one year for 
both the Atlantic and*Pacifie fleets is certain to 
render the Navy somewhat less prepared for the 
emergency of war. The dropping of maneuvers for 
a number of years would have an effect even more 
deleterious upon the Navy’s efficiency as a fighting 
machine. 

Thus the United States once again has proclaimed to 
the world that the desire of the Anterican people is 
fon peace—not war. We have voluntarily offered to 
strap the greattyepart of the capital co tonnage now 
under construction; we have joffered 'to serap a sub- 
marine tonnage of many thousands of tons, and, not 
content with this, we have abandoned the plans for 
grand maneuvers of our fleet next spring.—Boston 
Transcript.

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THE LIFE OF GAS MANTLES 


Illuminating Device Should Last 1,000 
Burning Hours—May Be Destroyed 
in Few Moments, 





The following facts about gas mans 
tles are taken from Gus Logic, the 
house organ of the biggest gas company 
in New York. 

“A good gas mantle should last from 
500 to 800 or even 1,000 burning hours, 

“Breakage, however, is not always 
due to poor mantle quality. Turning 
the gas off and on and the slight ex- 
plosion that sometimes occurs when 
it is lighted is highly destructive of 
mantles. A mantle which, burning 
Steadily, might last for several thou- 
sand hours, may be destroyed in a few 
minutes by rough handling or in a few 
hours by unusual but unavoidable wear 
and tear. 

“Initial candle power is that meas- 
ured when the mantle is first lighted. 
It is extremely high in cheap and in- 
ferior mantles. But soon, often with- 
in a few minutes, the brilliancy of the 
light fades, never to be regained. The 
intensity of this initial light is a snare 
into which the unwary and unwise fre- 
quently fall in purchasing cheap man- 
tles. 

“Sustained candle power is the meas- 
ure of light given out by a mantle 
over a long period, and ts, of course, the 
real test of a good mantle, The high- 
class mantle may not have an initial 
candle power equal to that of a cheap- 
er substitute, but in the long test its 
superiority is demonstrated. 

“Some of the gas companies are now 
selling mantles with a guarantee of 
at least 90 days’ service.”

Very often these air 
waves are thrown for great distances 
and, while the houses In its path are 
strong enough to resist their violence, 
the windows are shattered because 
they cannot withstand the high pres- 
sure of air.—Milwaukee Sentinel.

The discovery of osmiridium, which | 
is a member of the platinum group of | 
metals, constitutes an interesting ro- | 
mance, the Detroit News states. To- | 
ward the end of the last year a small | 
| 


group of prospectors were washing for 
gold in one of the river beds in Papua, 
British New Guinea. In their eager- 
ness to find the precious metal they 
threw away from their pans a bluish- 
gray, flaxy substance as worthless. 

This was osmiridium, and it is eight 
times more valuable than gold and 
worth at the present time about $200 
an ounce. 

When the men got back to the set- 
tlement they mentioned the occurrence 
to a mining engineer, who immediately 
asked them what they did with the 
substance. They replied that they 
left it on the river bank, and the en- 
gineer exclaimed, “It must be osmirid- 
jum.” 

The next morning the whole party 
started for the spot, only to find on 
their arrived that the tropical rains 
and the swollen river had washed 
away most of the precious stuff. What 
remained was carefully raked together, 
refined and dispatched to London, 
where it arrived safely a short while 
ago, having been heavily insured for 
the voyage. 

Osmiridium is one of the hardest 
metals known and prospectors are 
eagerly searching for it in Papua. 


SEE STARS IN GREAT FLOCK 


Latest Group Discovered Believed to 
Contain Equivalent of Quarter 
Million of Our Suns. 

Every new invention of the as- 
tronomer’s observatory enlarges the 
distance he can peer into space and 
measure its receding boundaries, so 
that one can never say which is the 

farthest star. 

But we can say which {fs at the farth- 
est distance measured. This honor is 
at present borne by a tiny blur of light 
which has no name and a few years 
ago was not noticed, but which ts now 
identified in the new general catalogue 
of stars as No. 7006—or, more pre- 
cisely, N. G. C. 7006. 

It is not really one star, but a great 
flock of stars, probably containing 
more than the equivalent of a quarter 
of a million of our suns, and it is so 
far away that if some unkown as- 
tronomer could flash a light signal 
at us from one of the suns or planets 
there it would be nearly a quarter of 
a million years before that message 
could reach us. 

There is good reason to believe that 
this flock of stars is moving toward 
us. It is hardly necessary to say, that 
it will take a long time coming, 





An Elastic Metal. 

The most remarkable thing about 
vanadium steels is their almost mirac- 
ulous elasticity. Today the metal va- 
nadium is comparatively cheap. Yet 
only 30 years ago it sold at $450 a 
pound, and was hardly more than a | 
curiosity of the chemical laboratory. 

When a use is found for a rare | 
metal, sources from which it may be | 
obtained in quantity are sure to be | 
discovered, Thus, when the value of 
vanadium for steel alloys was ascer- 
tained, the fact was soon disclosed 
that vast ore beds containing it ex- 
isted in Colorado. It is from these 
beds that the demand is now supplied, 
The ores are sandstone, impregnated 
with vanadium, and are dug out in 
enormous quantities. A by-product of 
vanadium mining is uranium, from 
which radium is obtained,
